Such i is the heading of a long 
article i in the New York Tribune, 
devoted to a.new ‘process for dis- 
integrating the desulphurizing 
mineral ores, invented by the suc- 
cessful chemist, Dr. J C. Ayer. 
By the application ‘of chemical 
‘solutions while the ores are in a 
jheated state, they are rendered 
soft and easily reducible to pow- 
der, while the volatile qualities 
are at the same time expelled and 
the base metals oxydized. We 
quote : 3 

By the ordinary methg of | 
grinding and. stamping rock, tlie 
gold therein contained is so com- 
minuted that a large portion of it 
eludes the mercury and is lost. 
However fincly the rock be pul- 
verized, it is fyund, nnder the thi- 
croscope, to be merely split into 
pieces or chips of stone, each of 
which contains gold within itself, 
beyond the reach of mercury, and 
which is of course lost. In the 
one case the mineral is lost be- 
cause it is itself ground and re- 
duced too fine to be obtained; in 
the other, because it is not re- 
leased at all. No successſal 
method of overcoming these dif: | 
ficulties has hitherto been dis- 
covered, and consequently, under 
the system of extraction now in 
use, miners only get about one- 
third of the gold therein coutain- 
ed.
